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THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 


The success of the Republican party in the late American elec- 
tions can hardly be regarded as an unexpected event. Of course, 
the issue of all great political conflicts referred for ultimate 
decision to universal suffrage, although it may be confidently 
guessed before it has actually taken place, can never be pre- 
dicted with absolute certainty. Even where opposing forces 
are less evenly balanced than they have been proved to be in 
the United States, the best founded calculations of the use 
likely to be made of the voting power are liable to be 
deranged at any moment by accidental and totally unforeseen 
causes. The period immediately preceding an election, there- 
fore, and especially where that election will determine the 
direction of national policy for several years, perhaps several 
ages, to come, is always one of increasingly anxious suspense 
until the popular verdict has been definitively given. We con- 
gratulate the American people upon having at length reached 
the end of their long and arduous struggle—upon having 
emerged from the region of doubts, conjectures, suspicions, 
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hopes, and fears, into the broad daylight of accomplished fact. 
We Anglo-Saxons on this side of the Atlantic can sympathise 
by anticipation with our kinsmen on the other side in their 
relief from the severe strain they have undergone in relation 
to the Presidential election just now decided. We are ourselves 
passing through an analogous contest. The warfare has been 
an unusually long one, and the excitement it occasions grows 
more intense day by day. Most of us, indeed, are tolerably 
confident of the general issue; and within another fortnight 
the fight will be over. We can well enter, consequently, into 
the feelings of those the day of whose warfare is accomplished, 
and who are now permitted to lay aside their weapons and 
betake themselves once more to a grateful interval of political 
repose. 

, We have many ‘reasons, moreover, for thinking that the 
American people, Democrats and’ Republicans alike, may be 
congratulated upon the decision they have arrived at, even 
more strongly than upon the cessation of a period of suspense. 
In placing General Grant in the Presidential chair, we are in 
hopes that they have abridged by mary years the struggle 
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which has virtually excluded the South from its political 
status, and has thereby divided the Federal Republic inte two 
bitterly hostile sections. The military conquest of the one by 
the other has, unhappily, been followed by political an- 
tagonism, in which the South sought to recover, and the North 
determined to retain, the substantial fruits of the victory 
previously disposed of by the arbitrament of the sword. 
It may be doubted whether, if President Lincoln had 
not been prematurely removed from his post by the 
assassin’s hand, terms of reunion between the victors 
and the vanquished might not have been arranged very 
soon after the close of the civil war. Both parties 
were then in a mood to repair as speedily and effectu- 
ally as possible the political breach which the resort to arms 
had opened. The Northern States, satisfied with having 
brought the sternest conflict the world had ever seen to a 
triumphant close, inclined to use their victory with magna- 
nimity. The Southern, exhausted and disheartened, seemed 
ready to accept the issue of the trial which they had them- 
selves provoked, and to acquiesce in any reasonable conditions 
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that might have been imposed upon them. Mr. Lincoln, had

The Right Hon. J. E. Denison, Speaker of the House of Commons, 
distributed, at Nottingham, on Tuesday, the prize and certificates 
| awarded to the successful candidates at the Oxford local examina- 

tion. The right hon. gentleman said he would ask whether, in the 
course of the last ten years, these examinations had shown them- 
selves to be beneficial, and also whether any amendment might be 
introduced into them. In the first Oxford statute it was proposed 
to exclude the study of Greek for the junior examinations, and 
he could not help thinking, upon reflection, that that would be a 
very wise proposal; for it was not really possible to impart a suf- 
ficient knowledge of Greek to youths whose education was to 
come to an end at the age of fourteen years; and the disad- 
vantage was this, that his want of success in Greek inclined people 
to an unfavourable feeling to all classical learning. This feel- 
ing extended to the mercantile and commercial world: and 
Latin was involved in the disgrace which attached to Greek, 
| There was a great disadvantage in that; there was abund- 
| ant evidence in favour of Latin. Almost all masters agreed 
that nothing taught English so well as Latin grammar. Nota few 
declared that the boys who learnt Latin did better than other boys 
who did not, even in thore things in which Latin was not an 
element, Therefore, he (the Speaker) would agree with the Com- 
missioners to overthrow Greek, in order to save Latin fron the 
common wreck. While agreeing, however, with those who wished 
to retain Latin, he thought the time devoted to it should be care- 
fully watched; and he should be disposed to make one modern 
language at least essential. As between three leading subjects— 
languages, mathematics, and natural science—he should agree with 
the Commissioners that the most efficient instrument of education 
was language. The man who knew two lat was twice a 
man, and a competent knowledge of French and German would 
probably afford more pleasure and profit to a man in the course of 
his life than any other subject he could learn at school.

SPAIN. 

The Special Artist of this Journal 
who has been sent to Madrid ex- 
pressly to delineate the scenes 
and incidents of the Spanish revo- 
lution contributes two of the 
sketches which are engraved for 
this week’s publication. They 
both represent the unwonted con- 
dition of that city in these days 
of popular excitement, and the 
strange proceedings in which 
large numbers of the labouring- 
class inhabitants of Madrid are 
now engaged since they have been 
thrown out of employment by the 
general interruption of trade. 
Some thousands are now paid and 
fed by the Provisional Government, 
as was done at Paris for some 
months after the French Revo- 
lution of February, 1848; and, as 
their services are not required for 
any really useful or urgent work, 
it has been thought fit to set them 
to the task of demolishing the old 
city walls. They seem to take 
this job very easily, as might, in- 
deed, be expected, knowing that 
they will get their daily rations 
and wages so long as the Pro- 
visional Government has any 
money in hand, unless the secure 
establishment of a powerful and 
effective administration should 
allow them to be dismissed with- 
out endangering the peace of the 
city. Each man carries, in one 
hand, a little basket filled, or only 
half filled, with earth or stones 
freshly dug from the ramparts, 
where some other men, wielding 
spades and pickaxes, lazily scrape 
away the materials of the ancient 
city fortifications. The part of the 
boulevards shown in our Artist's 
sketch engraved on the front page 
is the Portilio de Tilimon, at 
the back of the Royal Palace and 
Armoury, which are seen to the 
right; the ground here slopes 
down to the banks of the small 

river Manzanares. The large plain 
square building to the left is the 

barracks of the Principe Pio; 

and still more to the left is the 

distant range of the Guadarrama 

mountains The other sketch, 

engraved on page 468, repre- 

sents the eman ipat d populace 

destroying a very obnoxious insti- 

tution—the executioner’s scaffold, 

in an open space outside the city.

The portraits of two of the 
most distinguished leaders of the 
revolution, after Marshal Serrano 
and General Prim, are here also 
engraved. Rear-Admiral Juan 
Topete was in command of the 
Royal fleet in the port of Cadiz, 
in the middle of September, 
when the time came for the pre- 
concerted revolt against Queen 
Isabella II. Marshal Serrano, the 
Duke de la Torre, with the other 
exiled Generals, who had suddenly 
returned from their banishment 
in the Canary Islands, were re- 
ceived on board the Admiral’s 
ship, where they met General 
Prim, just arrived from London. 
While these military commanders 
appealed for support to the troops 
and officers of the garrisons at 
Cadiz, Carthagena, and other 
places along the coast, Admiral 
Topete approached the shore with 
two frigates, the Villa de Madrid 
and the Saragossa, with which he 
threatened a bombardment; and 
the Queen’s forces were soon com- 
pelled tosurrender. A proclama- 
tion, dated Sept. 19, was then 
issued by Serrano, Prim, Topete, 
and five others, calling upon the 
whole nation to overthrow the 
existing Government. Admiral 
Topete now holds the office of 
Minister of Marine, and his most 
recent act is an order which ex- 
tends to the navy the.same pri- 
vileges that were granted by the 
War Office to the officers and 
privates in the army—promotion 
of one degree to the officers, ex- 
emption of two years’ service to 
the privates. This is a remune- 
ration for the conduct of the 
crews of the men-of-war as first 
authors of the revolutionary move- 
ment, but it seems rather in con- 
tradiction to the original decla- 
ration, by which the navy refused 
in anticipation to accept any 
recompense for what they had 
done out of a mere sense of 
patriotic duty. The Minister 
accompanies his decree with an 
exhortation to the sailors and 
marines to be, above all things, 
zealous for the service of their 
country and for the honour of the 
Spanish flag. It must be admitted 
that, from a revolutionary point 
of view, the navy has deserved 
better of the country than a part 
of the Spanish army. 
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The other portrait is that of 
Don Salustiano Olozaga, one of 
the ablest and most experienced 
Spanish politicians; not a soldier, 
like most of them, but a civilian 
and lawyer. He has been in 
office, and a leading member of 
the Cortes during many years. In 
1843, however, the Progressista or 
Liberal Ministry, of which Olozaga 
was the head, was upset by the 
intrigues of the Moderado—that 
is, the reactionary party—led by 
Gonzales Bravo in the interest of 
thedictator, Narvaez. M. Olozaga, 
at a later period, was Spanish 
Ambassador at Paris. He has 
always professed to believe a 
monarchical Government the most 
suitable for Spain, and this 
opinion he has lately repeated at 
the meeting of his party at 
Madrid. ‘‘ The monarchical prin- 
ciple,’’ he said, “‘ besides having 
deep roots in the country, is what 
will best ensure the interests of 
the majority, and what will most 
readily command the sympathies 
of the European Governments, 
which have hitherto shown us 
so much friendliness and good- 
will. Parties should combine,”’ 
he added, “to settle upon a King 
who may be agreeable to the 
greatest number, so that, as all 
parties contributed to the over- 
throw of the late dynasty, they 
all may work together to set up 
and uphold the new one.”’ Within 
the last week, Olozaga has left 
Madrid for Paris and London, in 
discharge of the extraordinary 
mission to which he has been ap-

The 
entrance-hole is covered in the 
same way, which of course 
effectually shuts in all warmth, 
with a good deal of smoke and 
carbonic acid gas. In fact, so 
hot are these dwellings in the 
coldest weather that the Indians 
are often found living inside in a 
semi-nude condition. The dirt 
and odour of these houses are often 
intolerable, and would not suit a 
squeamish person; but the ex- 
plorers of the late telegraph ex- 
pedition were often glad of their 
shelter in the wintry gales and 
blinding snowstorms common to 
this country. 

These Indians, though much 
resembling the Esquimaux in 
manners and customs, are a finer 
and larger race of people, the 
men frequently attaining a higher 
standard than ourselves; the 
women almost invariably stout, 
greasy, and good-humoured. 
These people—especially in Port 
Clarence and in Norton Sound, 
in the immediate vicinity of 
Behring Strait—were much em- 
ployed by the late Western 
Union Telegraph expedition. Our 
second Illustration, which is, like 
the first, from a sketch by Mr. 
Frederick Whymper, represents 
one of their dances, which are of 
frequent occurrence in winter.

for calling a new Parliament; and we do hereby also, by this our 
Royal proclamation under our Great Seal of our United Kingdom, 
require writs forthwith to be issued accordingly by our said Chancellors 
respectively, for causing the lords spiritual and temporal and Com- 
mons who are to serve in the said Parliament, to be duly returned 
to, and give their attendance in, our said Parliament; which 
writs are to be returnable on Thursday, the 10th day of December 
next. Given at our Court at Windsor, this 11th day of November, 
in the yearof our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight, 
and in the thirty-second year of our reign.

(exception, of course, being ‘made in the case of such as are con- 
nected with Disseuting communities) do not trouble themselves 
about religious matters. It is otherwise with those who do, aad 
who remember that religion lies at the root of many of the greatest 
questions that a member of Parliament has t The answer 
that various faiths are represented in the House of Commons is ne 
answer; or, rather, is destroyed by the very word faith. A 
Catholic, a Jew, a Dissenter, is avowedly a man of faith, and may 
be trusted to recognise that which all good men hold it a 
acred duty to recognise—namely, # responsibility to an authority 
above this world.

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Maile. Ilma de Murska was to have 
time at Covent Garden in the character of Lucia di Lammermoor; 
but she was prevented by illness, and “‘Trovatore’’ (which had 
already been once performed) was substituted. On Monday last 
this lady was sufficiently recovered from her indisposition to appew 
in the character of Lucia. She had not entirely regained he 
strength, but was able to maintain the high reputation which she 
had gained at her Majesty’s Theatre a few yearsago. The house 
was full, and the fair prima donna was received with the honour 
due to her talents and attractions. The other characters were 
sustained by Mongini, Tagliafico, and Santley Ou Tuesday 
Gounod’s “ Faust ’’ was given, with Miss Minnie Hauck in the 
character of Margaret. She was completely successfal, embodying, 
in aspect and manner, Goethe's own conception of his heroine; and 
her reception by a crowded andience was enthusiastic. The part 
of Faust was sustained by Signor Bulterini, who was much 
applauded. He has a fine tenor voice, but sings with too much 
effort. The cast included Santley, Foli, Tagliafico, and Malle. 
Sandrina. The choruses were sung with excellent effect, that of 
the soldiers, in the fourth act, having been encored; and the 
scone was splendid. 

Mr. William Harrison, the eminent vocal performer, died at 
residence in Kentish Town, on Monday, in his fifty-fifth year. 
Harrison's theatrical career began in 1839 at Covent Garden, under 
the management of Mr. Macready. When “ The Bohemian Girl”’ 
was produced at Drury Lane, in 1843, he was the original Thaddeus ; 
andthe popularity which he imparted to Balfe’s tuneful ballads, “* The 
Fair Land of Poland’’ and “ You’ll remember me,’’ must be even 
now fresh in the public recollection. As Adolphe in Balfe’s opera 
of “The Daughter of St. Mark,’’ Bohemonde in Benedict's 
‘‘Crusaders,’’ and Don Caesar de Bazan in Wallace's ‘‘ Maritana,”’ 
he advanced a reputation which was farther strengthened by his 
success at the Princess’s in Macfarren’s opera of ‘Charles II.’" In 
August, 1854, Mr. Harrison, accompanied by Miss Louisa Pyne, left 
England for America; and, after a very prosperous tour through 
the States, they returned to this country with the intention of estab- 
lishing a permanent English Opera in the English capital. The 
Lyceum, originally intended for this purpose, was oponed in 
September, 1857, under the Pyne and Harrison direction ; and the 
success which accompanied the undertaking induced Mr. Harrison 
to become lessee of Covent-garden Theatre for the winter seasons 
extending from 1858 till 1862. Subsequently he undertook th 
management of her Majesty's Theatre for a similar purpose; but 

enormous expenditure thus incurred was never repaid by th 
receipts, and these sitions ended in the total loss of a large 
fortune acquired by his industry and talent Without attaining 
the highest rank as an English tenor, Mr. Harrison su 
equi a popularity which will render his death a 
sincere regret to the musical public. In private life he 
respected and esteemed.

The up mail came into collision 
with a cattle-train which was proceeding in the same direction, 
and, although few of the passengers in the mail sustained injury, 
two drovers in the cattle-train and one of its guards were killed. 
fourth death has resulted from the accident, and the lives of several 
persons who were injured are yet in danger. Captain Tyler, one of 
the Government inspectors, held an inquiry into the causes of the 
collision, but nothing transpired to implicate either the company or 
the servants in any negligence. 

The highway board on Thursday week destroyed the tent of 
the lady at Dilston Castle claiming to be the Countess of Derwont- 
water. Sword in hand, she refused to leave, saying she was on her 
own estates. Her friends erected another tent for her, amidst ex- 
citement. <A strong force of policemen was present.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS, 


The Registrar-General gives the following return of births and 
deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week ending Saturday, Nov. 7 :— 
In London the births of 2145 children (1063 —_ and 1082 girls) 

i 


were re in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten 
years 1 7 the average number, corrected for increase of popu- 


ation, is 2146. 

The deaths registered in London during the week wers 1387. 
It was the forty-fifth week of the year; and the average number 
of deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of popu- 
lation, 1421. The deaths in the present return are less by 34 than 
the estimated amount, and are less by 134 than the number recorded 
in the preceding week. The deaths from zymotic diseases were 
345, the corrected a¥erage number being 3458. Thirty-two 
deaths from measles, 119 from scarlatina, 8 from diphtheria, 
28 from whooping-cough, 54 from fever, and 19 from diarrhwa, 
were re . Only one death occurred from smallpox. 
One hundred and seventy-six deaths occurred from phthisis, 16% 
from bronchitis, 88 from pneumonia, Diseases of the brain and 
nervous system proved fatal to 126 persons, and 61 persons died 
from diseases of the organs of circulation.

At the Southwark Police Court, last Satarday, there were two 
more Government prosecutions under the provisions of the Smoke 
Nuisance Act, and a penalty was inflicted in each case, 


At the Mansion House, last Saturday, three well-dressed men, 
named Seigmund Striemer, described as a translator of languages; 
Gustave Stoven, also described as a translator of languages; and 
George Kunake, described as an accountant, were charged with 
forging and uttering twenty bills of exchange for various amounts 
with intend to defraud. They were also charged with being in the 
unlawful possession of fifty-four dies representing various banks 
and firms. Mr. Nelson, the City solicitor, who appeared to conduct 
the prosecution, said that, from information which came to his 
knowledge while proceeding with a charge of forgery against one 
Wetzler, who was recently convicted at the Central Criminal Court, 
inquiries had been made, which resulted in the discovery that the 
prisoners had been engaged in the manufacture of fictitious bills of 
exchange, and that paper of this description was in circulation to 
the amount of several thousands of pounds. The prisoners were 
apprehended on the previous day in an office in Nicholas-lane, 
King William-strect, where the police found several bills of exchange 
that had been recently filled up, a large quantity of forms of bills 
of exchange, and fifty-four dies for stamping names and acceptances 
across the bills—many of them being dies of firms in English towns. 
The bills were in five languages, and purported to have been drawa 
at different seats of commerce. They were drawn on paper manu- 
factured for the purpose. The prisoners were remanded,

LIFE-BOAT SERVICES. 
A meeting of the Royal National Life-Boat Institution was held, 
on Thursday week, at its house, John-street, Adelphi. Mr. Lewia, 
the secretary, having read the minutes of the previous meeting, 
the silver medal of the institution and £1 each were voted to Mr. 
Matthew Nicholas, coxswain of the Sennen Cove (Land's End) Life- 
boat, and to Mr. 8. Morrison, officer of the coastguard at that 
station ; and a rewarl of £12 to the crew of the life-boat, for going 
off, on the 23rd ult., during a gale, and in a heavy sea, and saving, 
in conjunction with the rocket apparatus, which was fired from the 
life-boat by Mr. Morrison, one out of seventeen persons from the 
Government lighter Devon, which was wrecked on the Briasons 
Rocks. The rescued man was seen on the rocks at the dawn of the 
day, and the service performed in his rescue was a most gallant 
one. It is remarkable that he bears the same name (George Davia) 
as the late husband of the donor of the life-boat to the institution, 
Rewards amounting in all to £253 were also granted to the crews of 
different life-boats of the society for various services during the heavy 


| storms of the past month. The Blackpool life-boat saved twelve men 


from the schooner Theodorus, from Liverpool. The life-boat of 
Broughty Ferry rescued nine men from the barque Betty and 
Louise, of Hamburg. The Great Yarmouth life-boat brought ashore 
the crew of the Francis, of Shields. The Silloth life-boat saved one 
man from the smack Rover, of Annan. The Lytham life-boat had 
brought ashore three men from the schooner The >dorus, and sub-

brack railway station, on Sept. 2. Various other rewards were 
granted to the crews of different shore-boats for saving life from 
shipwrecks on our coasts, Admiral the Earl of Carysfort has sent 
the institution a second donation of £100.

The Lord Mayor’s Show, on Monday, was marked by a revival of 
much of the old ceremonial splendour, and the streets on the route 
from Guildhall to Westminster were crowded by sightseers. There 
was only one man in armour, but there wasa profusion of bands. The 
old state coach, blazing in gold, was once more brought out, and 
the popularity ‘of the show, as ‘“‘an emblem of the people’s sove- 
reignty,’’ was shown by the tion which was awarded to the 
new Lord Mayor along the line of route.

learned Barons to the banquet at the Guildhall. He afterwards 
proceeded to the other Courts, where the Common Serjeant _intro- 
duced his Lordship, who in due form bade her Majesty’s Judges to 
the banquet.

THE BANQUET. 

Among the guests at Guildhall in the evening were the Duke of 
Cambridge, the Lord Chancellor, Mr. Disraeli, Lord Stanley, the 
Duke of Buckingham, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Home 
Secretary, one or two minor members of the Government, most of 
the Judges, the American Minister, and a host of civic dignitaries. 

A most important statement, to the effect that all causes of dis- 
quietude between Great Britain and the United States have now 
entirely ceased, was made by the Hon. Reverdy Johnson—the 
delight which the announcement is calculated to produce being 
only sobered down by the gradual process by which the public has 
been prepared for it. The Lord Mayor, in proposing the toast of 
‘The Foreign Ministers,’’ coupled with it the name of the United 
States Minister. 

The toast having been duly honoured, 

Mr. Johnson rose amidst loud cheers, and said:—My Lord Mayor, 
Ladies, and Gentlemen,—I rise on behalf of the foreign repre- 
sentatives at her Majesty’s Court to acknowledge the honour you 
have done us in the toast proposed by the Lord Mayor, and to 
return you our sincere thanks for the manner in which you have 
thought proper to receive it. The favourable opinion of London 
can never be indifferent to the representatives of other nations. 
‘The intelligence and enterprise of her people for centuries past— 
never greater than at present—have made her the most prominent, 
and probably the richest, city in the world, and the recognition of 
the representative of other nations cannot but be most acceptable 
to them, and equally acceptable to the governments which they re- 
present. 
th civilised world, and it exercises it the more because we know 
that your institutions are founded upon those principles of freedom 
which are so essential to the happiness and prosperity of man- 
kind (Cheers). Without in the slightest degree attempting to dis- 


parage the governments of other countries, I think my colleagues | 


will not be offended if I say that for our people the governments 
we enjoy are the best calculated to promote our prosperity and 
increase our power. If they should prove defective in their opera- 
tion we will cure the defect ; 
foundation of true power. They will be and are fast becoming 
more intelligent than in former times, and that appeal can never 
be made in vain (Cheers). Great as is the interest in the pros- 
perity of London which is felt by other nations of the world, to us 
it is still greater, because it is more connected with the country 
which I have the honour to represent. This can be accounted for 
on various grounds, which the present occasion does not permit me 
even to refer to except in general terms; but one is that in our 
origin we were one, Another is that when we became separated 
it was because the men of America, as the men of England 
of the present day, acknowledged that the principle of English 
freedom not only justified but commanded the separation 
(Hear, hear). Dangerous as it was supposed such a separa- 
tion would be to your country, the world rejoiced, and no 
portion of the world rejoiced more than the people of the United 
States. But, so far from it, that separation has served only to 
increase the prosperity of England (Hear). During the late 
struggle through which we have gone—a struggle exhibited on 
fields covered with the monuments of our dead—we found that 
there existed differences of opinion as to the causes of the conflict ; 
but those differences, thank God! no longer exist—we are now 
one—(cheers); and from the moment I landed on your shores I 
became satisfied th=t tho public opinion of England in relation to 
the United States was also one (Cheers). I have been criticised 
here, and at home, for the manner in which I have met and 


returned the civilities with which I have been honoured; but when | 


my critics shall find that the civilities which have been extended 
towards me have not injuriously affected the negotiations which 
have been conducted between your noble Secre for Foreign 
Affairs (Lord Stanley) and myself, I think they will be satisfied 
that the one was as sincerely offered as I know that the other was 
sincerely returned (Cheers). I yi within the hearing of my 
friend the Foreign tary, but I hope he will not consider me as 
overstepping the bounds of diplomatic propriety when I say 
that, however dissatisfied those at home or here may be, they 
will soon find there is no ground for dissatisfaction. I say, 
and he knows, that the differences which have for some time 
threatened the peace of the two countries are now—what shall I 
say, I almost pause for a word—are now at an end (Loud cheers). 
What that end is, and how that end has been brought about, I 
forbear to say, except that it has been brought about without 
touching in the slightest degree the right or the honour of either 
nation (Cheers). And if in the future, as in the recent 
diplomatic tiations shall be carried on in the same spirit as 
that in which his Lordship and myself have carried on our nego- 
tiations, I say, in the presence of the world, that I am ‘ectly 
confident wars will next to impossible (Renewed cheering). 
What we have done will demonstrate that. From 1846 to 
present time, from one cause or another, there have been during 
the whole of the intermediate period down_to the t clouds 
which alarmed the people of this country. We have enabled, 
as you will soon discover, to remove these clouds; and we shall show 
to other nations nothing but an interrupted of sunshine and 
peace (Cheers). Whether the achievements of the Army and Navy— 
whether by your men or ours—have been honoured in our country, I 
make bold to say that if diplomacy shall in future be so conducted that 
war cannot occur, results will be infinitely higher, and the glory which 
will accrue to those who conduct them will exceed the glory which 
has justly attended the achievements on battle-fields (Hear, hear). 
And what is still more to be valued, that which we, my brothers 
und collea, oo will be undimmed by the horrors of the 
lattle-field, and be acknowled, by the grateful thanks which 
will be rendered to us by all of the human race who are alive to the 
devotion which men J emeey Be to each oye (Cheers). On

NEW CLOCK-TOWER, NORTH HAYMARKET, 
LIVERPOOL. 
The Corporation of Liverpool have recently been trying, under 
the auspices of the Chairman of the Markets Committee, Alderman 
Woodruff, the important experiment of holding their great whole- 
sale market at the north end of the town, in the vast area used 
as a haymarket, and thereby avoiding the expense of a new whole- 
sale market, which, from the increase of trade, had become 
necessary. By a careful arrangement ef the hours of attendance 
and other details this experiment has proved successful, and the 
North Ha et may now be re ed as the great wholesale 
market of Liverpool. e necessity for the careful timing of these 
oy called for the establishment of a good public clock ; 
and the result was the erection, from the desi of Mr. E. R. 
Robson, architect to the Corporation, of the clock-tower shown in 
our Engraving. The object of its design has evidently been to 
give prominence to the clock, which has accordingly been placed in 
a handsomely-decorated and gilded framewook of wood, sur- 
mounted by an open belfry of the same material, having a small 
spire and gilded vane, while the brick shaft, 38ft. high and 
6 ft. 3in. diameter, on which it stands, is of studied plainness. The 
total height of the tower to the top of the vane is 76ft.; the 


| diameter of the clock dials is 5ft. Drinking-fountains of polished 


granite are placed at the base on two sides, one for use in the 
street, the other for the market ; the latter having also a barometer 
and thermometer attached. 


THE FARM, 


The weather has been generally favourable to field work, and 
farmers have still a fair bite of grass left. Prices of corn have a 
downward tendency at Mark-lane, where acorns have been sold at 
£4 per ton in the warehouse, which is equivalent to 40 bushels at 
about 561b. per bushel. The woolstaplers find sales very quiet, 
and expect that they will continue so till the elections are over.

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ELECTION PROSPECTS. 
With the present week ‘Election Prospects’’ will cease, and in 
another week the fact of a new Parliament will be accomplished. 
Possibly a few county elections may linger over Monday the 23rd 
inst. ; but for all p of knowledge of the composition of the 
re-reformed House of Commons there will be ample means. Al- 
though the elections proper and positive are so very near, yet new 
candidature has to a great extent cropped up, and incident has not 
been wanting. Plunging at once into the middle of affairs, and 
writing in chronological and ive order, it may be said 
that the withdrawal of Mr. Odger from Chelsea does not seem to 
have brought about that Liberal ——— and equality which 
were anticipated, for Mr. Dilke and Sir Henry Hoare do 
not amal te in the strict sense of the term; and there are 
whi rs that the chance of the latter gentleman is rather more 
feeble than hitherto, and that Mr. W. H. Russell has certainly 
t in the thin end of the wedge. So, after all, Sir Rainald 
Knightley does te with another Conservative, although 
he isa C t. But then this is not the obnoxious one, but is 
Major-General Fairfax of that name, though doubtless a relative 
of the Major Cartwright with whom Sir Rainald refused to 
coalesce. Thus, Lord Frederick Fitzroy will be obliged to fight for 
the Liberal cause instead of having a pleasant, use unop- 
return. At Nottingham there is still internecine conten- 
tion, for Mr. Osborne with more comic virulence than 
ever, to submit to any test but that of the poll; while Messrs. Seely 
and Clayden, accepting the decision of an electoral — 
which elected them as the Liberal candidates, join together an 
assail Mr. Osborne in force. There are circumstances to which it is 
not necessary to more than allude, which lead to a conjecture that 
the candidature of Mr. Clayden has the advantage of such influence 
as Mr. Samuel Morley may have in one which for several 
reasons is not inconsiderable. Meanwhile, the loud assertions 
of Sir Robert Clifton that he would have no more to do 
politically with the town did not, it seems, prevent some 
uiet canvassing on the part of Lady Clifton—for somebody;

THE BRITISH COINAGE. 


The weight of gold is expressed in this country in ounces troy and 
decimal parts of an ounce, and the metal is always taken to be of 
standard fineness (11 gold and i alloy) unless otherwise described. 
53 Soe of fineness of gold, as ascertained by assay, is expressed 
deci y, fine pure gold being taken as unity, or 1:000. Thus 
g 1d of British standard is said to be 0°9166 fine; of French standard, 
“900 fine. Another method of expressing fineness is still in pretty 
— use, founded on an ideal pound, ‘the carat pound,” which 
divided into 24 parts, called carats. When the gold is entirely 
fine it is said to be gold of 24 carats. British standard gold con- 
tains two carats of alloy, and is said therefore to be gold of 22 
carats. Jewellery gold maybe of 22, 18, 15, 12, or 9 carats fine. 
The legal weight of the sovereign is 0-2568 ounce of standard gold, 
or 123°274 grains. The weight came from one pound of standard 
gold, 5760 grains being coined into 44} guineas. Sovereigns are 
legal tender to any amount provided that the weight of each does 
not fall below 122°6 grains, or in the case of a half-sovereign 61°125 
grains; these are the “‘least current’’ weights of the coins. 

One —— troy of standard silver is coined into 66 shillings, of 
which the metal is worth from 60s. to 62s. according to the market 
—_ of silver. The standard fineness of silver is 0-925, three alloy 

40. The fineness of the French standard silver is 0-900 in the 
five-franc piece, but an inferior alloy of 0°835 is used for the lower 
denominations. The single franc piece composed of the latter 
alloy is still made to weigh five grains, the weight originally 
chosen for the franc as the unit of the monetary scale when 
the fineness of the coin was 0°900. It has now become a token, 
like the _— shilling, of which the nominal value exceeds the 

value. 

The material of our copper coinage is now a bronze mixture 
composed in 100 parts by weight of 95 copper, four tin, and one 
zinc, the same as in the copper coinage of France. The penny is 
coined at the rate of 48 pence in one pound avoirdupois, of 7000 
grains, or 453°569 grains; the halfpenny at 80 in the pound avoir- 
dupois, and the farthing at 160. 

British silver coins are a legal tender in payments to the amount 
of 40s. only; copper pence to the amount of 1s.; half-pence and 
farthings to the amount of 6d.

THE GREAT MEL- 
BOURNE TELESCOPE. 
Our Engraving shows 
this colossal instrument 
as it stands on its tem- 
porary pins, previous to 
its departure for Mel- 
bourne. Its construc- 
tion was designed many 
years since, on the oc- 
casion of the British 
Association recommend- 
ing the Government to 
send out such an in- 
strument for the explo- 
ration of the southern 
hemisphere; but the 
Government had the 
matter so many years 
“under consideration’’ 
that it would probably 
never have been con- 
structed, had not the 
Government of Victoria, 
with a praiseworthy 
and, as regards the 
mother-country, exem- 
plary munificence, de- 
termined to have it at 
their own cost. Accord- 
ingly, in about one fifth 
the time the Government 
here had been thinking 
of it the supplies were 
voted, a committee, 
consisting of three Fel- 
lows of the Royal 
Society—the Rev. Dr. 
Robinson, Lord Rosse, 
and Mr. Warren De la

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PERIVALE CHURCH, EALING. 


The smallest ish church in the diocese of London, and within 
seven miles of St. Paul’s Cathedral, is that of Perivale, two miles 
from Ealing. The perish contains only four inhabited houses, and 
the population is less than thirty souls. The Rector of Perivale is 
the Rev. C. J. Hughes, M.A. and LL.D. The church, of which 
we give an Illustration, has lately been restored and re-seated, at 
2 cost of £200, under the direction of Mr. Jones, architect, of 
Ealing. It is an interesting little place, worthy of a Sunday 
morning walk in the summer. The date of the original structure 
is supposed to be about a.p. 1300. The church contains several old 
monuments, besides one of modern sculpture by Westmacott, 
whichh as considerable merit. In the churchyard of Perivale 
are the remains of a relative of the great and illustrious Oliver 
Cromwell; of the eldest son of Eliot, Lord Heathfield, the 
brave defender of Gibraltar; of Fletcher, Bishop of Kildare; of 
Dr. Anthony Todd Thompson, of two of Nelson’s brave companions 
in arms, of a well-known Waterloo officer, and of other heroes 


and distinguished men. 





DEAF AND DUMB INSTITUTION, HAMILTON, 
CANADA WEST. 


The building shown in one of our Engravings is the institution for 
the reception and instruction of the deaf and dumb which has 
lately been erected in the city of Hamilton. That city which has 
now # population of twenty thousand, is situated at the head of 
Burlington Bay, an inlet of Lake Ontario, forty-five miles from 
Toronto. It is the centre of the finest grain-growing country in 
America, and, with its advantageous position, both for railway and 
lake traffic, will no doubt become a place of great commerce. The 
houses are well built, of stone ped brick, and the churches and 
public buildi the banks and hotels, are of some architectural 
pretensions, Burlington Bay is navigable in all parts almost close 
to the shore, and is the safest and most commodious harbour in the 
lake. Steamers run daily from Hamilton to Toronto, Kingston, 
and Montreal, except in the winter, when the navigation to 
Montreal is stopped by the ice.

FINE ARTS. 
THE WINTER EXHIBITIONS. 


We are now free (having reviewed the exhibition at the gallery in 
Pall-mall) to give to the exhibition at the Dudley Gallery, Picca- 
dilly, that detailed consideration which it deserves, not only on the 
ground of the variety of the merit and interest of its contents, but 
on account of the service it may render to the younger and rising 
art of the day. It should generally understood that the 
hitherto unknown painter has a better chance of coming fairl 
before the public here than in any other exhibition of establish 
resort. Here, therefore, the supohonte sufficiently acquainted with 
art to safely trust his own judgment may secure works by the 
masters of future years before popularity has procured for them a 
ready market, and the consequent intervening influences and 
operations have raised—and that, as they often do, to excess—their 
nominal value. This desirable character can, however, only be 
fully ope to this exhibition by strictest eer on the 
part of the artist committee of management, and the rejection of 
any claim to a prescriptive right to the best places, such as is 
admitted, so detrimentally to the cause of English art, at the 
Royal Academy. There must be no recurrence of such i 
of, at least, careless hanging as those manifest in regard to Nos. 
254, 281, 277, and 273, instances we select because occurring 
close to er. The first, an extensive view of “The Reigate 
Valley, Surrey”’ (284), by Mr. J. M. Carrick, was entitled to a 
position on ‘‘the line ’’ as the best and most representative mugte 
of ‘realistic '’ treatment of landscape in the gallery, a) from the 
fact that its a conscientious and minute elaboration can 
only be fully estimated on close inspection. The uncommon fidelity 
of the work to nature and its great technical excellence (of the kind 
consistent with the artist’s aims) entitled it to respectful treatment, 
although we may not be prepared to unreservedly subscribe to the 
res of representation it illustrates. The second picture, 
‘Catching Sand Eels, Cornwall,’ by Mr. J. Nash, jun., evinces 
more than average powers of artistic observation and memory. It 
recalls a night effect to illusion: admirably-drawn figures of wading 
eel-catchers loom mysteriously against moonlight, as it welters 
on the wavelets of the shallows and silvers the rising night mist. 
This smaller picture is placed nearest the floor; but the next we 
have mentioned is amy | on the topmost row. It is by Mr. J. 
Archer, an artist whose faculty of graceful conception and capacity 
of pictorial expression are guaranteed by many well-remembered 
works of mark. The subject is a gay, skilfully-arranged fifteenth- 
century cavalcade of gentlemen and ladies on its way to a stag-hunt, 
the es extravagant costumes of the period, most eccentric of 
which was, of course, the steeple head-dresses of the ladies, 
being duly depicted with scrupulous accuracy. The fourth 
picture we have selected is a moonlight view on the coast 
near Llanstep Castle, by Mr. Teniswood, noticeable for 
a poetically naputere treatment that is specially evident in 
the elegant cloud composition.

satisfied with the reception given to the first volume of his very 
work. The second, there is every reason to believe, 
will meet with an equally hearty welcome ; for it certainly does not 
Se Kee to the first, and it bears evidence of no 
labsricvs research and — handling on the part of the 
compiler. Birmingham, as before, is made to tell her own histo 
by means of her own records, and the period of fifty years which 
scoomplished has beon divided, aawording to his previons plan, into 
accom i ing to his previous plan, into 
decades. There are, therefore, five chapters, of which the first 
carries the reader down from 1791 to 1801, the second from 
1801 to 1811, the third from 1811 to 1821, the fourth from 
1821 to 1831, and the fifth from 1831 to 1841.
